THE  RED  SOX  MANAGER 


RICHARD  H.  (DICK)  WILLIAMS.  Born:  May  7,  1929,  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Ht.:  6'; 
Wt.:  190  lbs.  Green  eyes,  Brown  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Riviera 
Beach,  Fla.  Married  Norma  Marie  Mussato,  Oct.  23,  1954.  Children:  Kathi 
Jo,  11  years;  Ricky,  10  years;  Marc,  3  years.  Acquired  by  Red  Sox  December, 
1962,  from  Houston  for  outfielder  Carroll  Hardy. 

Although  he  was  “Manager  of  the  Year”  in  his  rookie  season  of  1967,  when 
he  took  the  Red  Sox  from  ninth  to  first  place,  many  observers  believe  he  did 
an  even  better  job  in  1968  when  he  got  the  Red  Sox  home  in  fourth  place, 
despite  the  loss  of  Tony  Conigliaro,  George  Scott’s  failure  to  hit,  Jim  Lonborg’s 
ineffectiveness  following  his  knee  operation,  and  the  mid-season  loss  of  Jose 
Santiago. 

Dick  came  up  to  manage  the  Red  Sox  after  winning  two  consecutive 
Governor’s  Cups  in  the  International  League  with  the  Toronto  club,  where  he 
managed  many  of  the  present  Red  Sox  younger  players.  At  39  he  is  the  second 
youngest  manager  in  the  American  League  (to  Baltimore’s  Earl  Weaver)  and  the 
third  youngest  in  the  major  leagues  (Weaver  and  Dave  Bristol  of  Cincinnati), 

During  his  career  as  a  player  from  1947  through  1964,  he  played  every  position 
except  pitcher  and  catcher.  An  arm  injury  early  in  his  career  with  Brooklyn 
hampered  his  throwing  but  he  stayed  in  the  big  leagues  by  proving  his 
versatility  with  Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  Kansas  City,  Cleveland  and  finally  the  Red 
Sox.  He  finished  his  active  career  in  Boston  in  1963  and  1964  as  the  club’s 
top  pinch  hitter. 

Before  signing  with  the  Dodgers  he  had  starred  in  football,  basketball  and 
baseball  at  Pasadena  Junior  College  and  was  All-State  in  baseball. 


THE  RED  SOX  COACHING  STAFF

One  of  the  Red  Sox  all-time  favorite  players,  Bobby  worked  as  a  special 

scout  and  instructor  in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system  for  10  years  prior  to  taking 

the  first  base  coaching  job  in  1967,  so  he  had  extensive  knowledge  of  all  Red 

Sox  prospects. 

He  was  the  regular  Red  Sox  second  baseman  from  1938  through  1951,  with 
1945  out  for  military  service,  and  seven  times  he  was  voted  the  American 
League  All  Star  second  baseman.  His  lifetime  batting  average  was  .288  and 
holds  the  American  League  record  for  most  consecutive  errorless  chances  with 
414.

He  became  the  Red  Sox  pitching  coach  last  year  after  a  long  career  as 
player,  coach  and  minor  league  manager  in  other  systems,  and  earned  hign 
praise  for  his  handling  of  a  pitching  staff  depleted  by  injuries. 

Darrell  played  actively  as  a  catcher  and  outfielder  for  the  Cardinals,  White 
Sox,  Yankees,  Phillies,  Reds  and  finished  his  career  as  a  teammate  of  Dick 
Williams  at  Baltimore.  Later  he  coached  the  Cardinals  and  the  Orioles  and  for 
four  years  managed  in  the  Oriole  farm  system.  His  Rochester  club  won  the 
Governor’s  Cup  in  1964,  and  he  managed  against  Dick  Williams  in  1965.  In 
1966  he  led  Elmira  to  the  Eastern  League  title,  finishing  ahead  of  Pittsfield, 
managed  by  Eddie  Popowski.

In  his  major  league  career,  he  played  for  the  Reds, 
Phillies,  Braves,  and  the  Tigers,  and  later  managed  minor  league  clubs  for  the 
Tigers  for  many  years.  He  has  two  children.

In  20  years  of 
minor  league  managing,  his  clubs  finished  out  of  the  first  division  only  six  times 
and  he  directed  four  pennant  winners,  the  latest  in  1965  when  he  led  the 
Pittsfield  Red  Sox  to  the  Eastern  League  championship.  For  several  years  prior 
to  becoming  a  coach  he  managed  the  Red  Sox  entry  in  the  Florida  Instructional 
League.

As  a  fielder,  Luis 
already  has  major  league  ability  with  excellent  range,  a  strong  arm, 
and  the  knack  of  getting  his  throws  away  quicker  than  anyone  in  the 
American  League  since  Phil  Rizzuto.  A  singles  hitter  with  exceptional 
speed,  he  has  shown  steady  improvement  as  a  batter  in  the  two  years 
he  has  been  in  the  Red  Sox  system,  and  should  be  in  Fenway  Park 
to  stay  within  another  year.

What  had  appeared  to  be  one  of  the  most  tragic  stories  in  baseball 
history  may  develop  a  happy  ending  .  .  .  Tony  C.  sat  out  the  entire 
1968  season  on  the  emergency  disabled  list  as  a  result  of  the  eye 
injury  he  suffered  when  beaned  by  Jack  Hamilton  on  August  18,  1967. 
Although  he  started  well  in  spring  training  of  1968,  he  soon  was  un¬ 
able  to  pick  up  the  spin  of  the  ball  and  had  to  call  it  quits  for  the 
season  under  doctor's  orders. 

Since  he  had  been  an  outstanding  high  school  pitcher  at  St.  Mary’s 
High  of  Lynn,  he  asked  for  a  chance  to  go  to  the  Florida  Instructional 
League  last  fall  to  work  as  a  pitcher  .  .  .  not  only  did  he  impress  as 
a  pitcher  with  a  good  fast  ball  and  curve,  it  also  developed  that  his 
eyesight  had  recovered  enough  to  make  him  a  dangerous  hitter  again, 
and  there  is  hope  that  he  will  be  back  in  the  outfield  for  the  Red  Sox 
on  opening  day  of  1969. 

The  Red  Sox  outbid  14  other  clubs  for  Tony’s  services  after  he  had 
been  Most  Valuable  Player  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  in  St. 
Mary’s,  and  he  jumped  right  to  the  major  leagues  after  only  one 
season  in  the  minors.  Before  being  injured  in  1967,  he  had  been  an 
All-Star  selection  and  was  on  his  way  to  his  most  productive  season 
and  destined  for  future  stardom.  Single,  he  has  cut  several  successful 
rock  and  roll  records.

The  biggest  question  mark  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1969  will  be  the  con¬ 
dition  of  Sandy’s  arm.  He  ranked  third  among  all  pitchers  in  the 
league,  behind  Denny  McLain  and  Luis  Tiant,  with  nine  wins  through 
June  27th,  when  his  arm  started  to  bother  him,  and  after  only  two 
more  starts  he  went  on  the  disabled  list  for  the  season.  Doctors 
ordered  him  to  take  a  complete  rest  during  the  winter  in  hopes  that 
his  arm  will  be  healthy  again  for  spring  training. 

The  1968  arm  trouble  marked  the  third  time  in  his  career  that  his 
progress  has  been  delayed.  He  had  impressed  in  spring  training  with 
Kansas  City  in  1963  and  1964,  but  an  appendicitis  attack  sidelined 
him  in  1963  and  a  severely  sprained  ankle  set  him  back  in  1964. 

He  starred  in  baseball  and  basketball  at  Juana  Diaz  High  School  and 
attended  Santa  Maria  Catholic  University  before  signing.  Married  and 
has  one  son.

His  fielding  at  first  base  didn’t  suffer,  however,  as  he  won 
his  second  Gold  Glove  award  in  a  row. 

There  is  much  speculation  that  he  possibly  could  be  the  Red  Sox 
third  baseman  for  1969,  a  position  where  he  is  equally  proficient  with 
the  glove,  but  his  presence  in  the  lineup  will  depend  on  his  bat.  His 
hitting  and  especially  his  home  run  and  RBI  production  in  the  Puerto 
Rican  winter  league  were  most  encouraging. 

In  his  final  minor  league  season  of  1965  with  Pittsfield,  under  Red 
Sox  third  base  coach  Eddie  Popowski,  he  won  every  batting  title  in 
the  league,  and  was  a  unanimous  MVP  choice.  Prior  to  signing  he 
starred  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  at  Coleman  High  of 
Greenville.  Married.

Originally  the  property  of  the  San  Francisco  Giants,  who  signed  him 
when  he  was  attending  San  Lorenzo  University  in  Cuba,  he  was  traded 
to  the  Kansas  City  Athletics  in  December,  1961.  Married  and  has  two 
sons.

left  fielder  in  the  league.  By  winning  his  second  consecutive  batting 
title,  he  became  the  eighth  man  in  league  history  to  accomplish  that 
feat,  after  Nap  Lajoie,  Ty  Cobb,  Al  Simmons,  Joe  DiMaggio,  Ted 
Williams,  Ferris  Fain  and  Tony  Oliva. 

With  Tony  Conigliaro  out  of  the  lineup  and  George  Scott  having  an 
off  year,  rival  pitchers  walked  Yaz  a  total  of  119  times  in  1968,  which 
led  the  league,  and  helped  him  to  lead  both  leagues  in  total 
times  on  base. 

He  and  Ken  Harrelson  tied  for  the  club  lead  with  17  game-winning 
hits  apiece.  This  past  winter  he  cut  down  considerably  on  the 
banquets,  etc.  and  hopes  he  can  recapture  the  1967  magic  to  lead 
the  Red  Sox  back  to  the  top. 

He  starred  as  an  infielder  in  high  school  and  signed  after  his 
freshman  year  at  Notre  Dame.  He  received  his  degree  from  Merrimack 
College  in  the  spring  of  1967,  and  has  become  associated  with  a 
Boston  investment  firm  in  the  off-season.  Married  and  has  three 
children.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Carl  Yastrzemski  batted  .369  (62  for  168)  over  the  last  month- 
and-a-half  to  win  his  third  batting  crown  with  a  .301  average.  He 
was  hitting  .270  Aug.  12  when  he  began  his  surge  that  included 
eight,  nine  and  11-game  hitting  streaks.  He  became  just  the  eighth 
man  in  league  history  to  win  successive  batting  titles  and  he  is 
just  the  fifth  to  win  three  American  League  hitting  crowns.  Others 
were  Nap  Lajoie,  Ty  Cobb,  Harry  Heilmann  and  Ted  Williams. 

Yaz  was  the  seventh  Red  Sox  player  to  win  a  batting  title  in  the 
last  12  years,  10th  in  22  years  and  14th  in  37  years.  No  other  team 
in  the  league  has  produced  more  than  five  batting  champs  during 
this  period. 


DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Ken  Harrelson,  who  led  the  majors  in  RBIs  with  109  and  hit 
35  homers,  started  in  only  146  games  and  didn’t  have  a  run  batted 
in  in  April.  Starting  May  1,  he  went  on  a  spree  that  produced 
101  RBIs  and  32  home  runs  in  3V2  months.  Twenty  of  his  homers 
put  the  Red  Sox  ahead  when  they  were  either  tied  or  behind.  Four 
more  tied  the  score.  Twenty  came  with  men  on  base.  Only  six  of 
the  35  came  with  more  than  two  runs  separating  the  two  teams. 
And  he  had  a  .322  batting  average  in  “clutch”  situations. 


DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Reggie  Smith  doubled  in  six  of  his  last  seven  games  to  win 
the  league  doubles  crown  with  37.  He  doubled  his  first  time  up  on 
the  final  day  of  the  season  to  edge  Baltimore’s  Brooks  Robinson, 
who  had  36.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Ray  Culp  tied  Cy  Young’s  Red  Sox  record  of  four  consecutive 
shutouts.  He  was  only  one  short  of  the  American  League  record  of 
five  set  by  the  White  Sox’  G.  Harris  White  in  1904.  He  had  a  string 
of.  39  straight  scoreless  innings,  third  longest  in  Red  Sox  history 
behind  Young’s  45%  in  1904  and  George  Foster’s  42  in  1914.  He 
also  allowed  just  two  runs  in  52  innings  and  was  scored  on  in 
just  five  of  his  last  74  innings.  He  was  12-2  with  a  2.11  ERA  over 
the  last  three  months  and  had  seven  straight  complete-game 
victories  in  one  stretch.  He  was  6-1  in  September  and  7-1  in  one- 
run  decisions.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Lee  Stange  was  third  in  the  league’s  “Fireman”  standings 
for  relievers  with  five  wins  and  11  saves  for  16  points.  When 
he  entered  the  game  in  crucial  situations  —  score  tied,  Red 
Sox  ahead  by  one  or  two  or  behind  by  one  —  he  had  a  1.33 
earned  run  average. 


DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Sparky  Lyle  had  the  Red  Sox’  best  record,  percentage-wise, 
at  6-1  despite  the  fact  that  he  had  fewer  runs  to  work  with 
(2.52  per  game)  than  any  pitcher  on  the  team.  When  he  came 
in  to  pitch  tie  games,  he  didn’t  allow  an  earned  run.  And  in 
his  18  appearances  in  Red  Sox  victories,  he  had  a  0.69  earned 
run  average.

FREE  AGENT  DRAFT  RULE  —  A  BRIEF  SUMMARY:  Major  League  and  National 
Association  clubs  meet  twice  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  free  agent 
player  talent  .  .  .  Selection  of  a  free  agent  entitles  the  club  to  the  exclusive 
right  of  negotiation  with  that  player  for  a  specified  period  (from  date  of 
selection  until  15  days  prior  to  next  draft  meeting). 

Approximate  dates  of  draft  meetings:  Summer  (June  10)  and  Winter  (last 
Saturday  of  January)  .  .  . 

There  are  two  phases  to  each  draft  meeting: 

(1)  Regular  Phase  —  selection  of  free  agents  in  inverse  order  of  major 
league  standings  .  .  .  Limitations  on  number  of  selections  by  each  organiza¬ 
tion  at  each  level:  Major  League  (1),  “AAA”  (1),  “AA”  (1),  “A”  (unlimited) 
.  .  .  Minor  league  clubs  select  in  the  same  relative  order  as  their  parent 
clubs. 

(2)  Secondary  Phase  —  selection  of  free  agents  who  had  been  drafted  at 
a  previous  meeting,  but  who  were  not  subsequently  signed  before  the  nego¬ 
tiation  right  expired  ...  It  is  possible  for  a  club  to  redraft  a  player  whom 
it  had  been  unable  to  sign  after  the  original  selection,  but  only  with 
express  written  consent  of  that  player  .  .  .  Order  of  selection  in  the 
secondary  phase  is  determined  by  lot. 

SUSPENDED  GAME  RULE:  A  game  terminated  by  curfew  or  by  a  pre¬ 
arranged  time  limit  is  a  suspended  game  if  it  has  progressed  far  enough 
to  be  an  official  game  (i.e.  4Vfc  or  5  innings)  .  .  . 

A  game  terminated  by  light  failure  is  a  suspended  game  anytime  after  it 
begins. 

Suspended  games  shall  be  resumed  at  the  exact  point  of  suspension 
immediately  preceding  the  next  scheduled  single  game  between  the  two 
clubs  on  the  same  ground  ...  If  this  is  not  possible,  other  provisions 
for  resumption  are  specified  in  American  League  Regulation  3.8  ..  . 

A  game  called  at  the  END  of  a  completed  inning  AFTER  NINE  INNINGS 
for  any  reason  shall  now  be  considered  a  suspended  game  and  will  be 
resumed  at  the  point  of  suspension.

ROOKIE  QUALIFICATIONS:  To  qualify  as  a  Rookie  a  player  may  not  have 
spent  more  than  45  days  on  a  big  league  roster  between  cutdown  dates  (the 
31st  day  of  season  and  Sept.  1),  AND  may  not  have  exceeded  90  official  at 
bats  or  45  innings  pitched  at  major  league  level. 

SAVE  RULE  —  Credit  a  save  to  a  relief  pitcher  who  enters  the  game  with 
his  team  in  the  lead  if  he  holds  the  lead  the  remainder  of  the  game, 
provided  he  is  not  credited  with  the  victory.  A  relief  pitcher  cannot  be 
credited  with  a  save  if  he  does  not  finish  the  game,  unless  he  is  re¬ 
moved  for  a  pinch  hitter  or  runner.  When  more  than  one  relief  pitcher 
qualifies  for  a  save  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  credit  the  save  to 
the  relief  pitcher  judged  by  the  scorer  to  have  been  the  most  effective. 
Only  one  save  can  be  credited  in  any  game.
